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UM Issues Mass Recall of Defective Graduates

ANN ARBOR, MI - In compliance 
with FTC regulations, the University 
of Michigan has announced a mas¬ 
sive recall of students from the classes 
of 1997 through 2001 who failed in 
their time at UM to obtain the fun¬ 
damental academic, social, athletic or 
hygienic skills that should be assumed 
of any college graduate. 

“There’s no immediate danger to 
people who know these graduates; 
this is simply an issue of quality- 
control,” said LSA Provost Nancy 
Cantor, who announced the recall 
on Wednesday. “The University can 
no longer ignore the ranks of underachiev¬ 
ers, maladroits, misanthropes, and old-fash¬ 
ioned idiots that pass out its Stadium gates 
every May, and into American Society. 
Face it. A lot of people who graduate from 
Michigan are fucking stupid.” 

“For a while, we tried to play the whole 
thing off as another one of those ‘diversity’ 
things,” said University President and affir¬ 
mative action champion Lee Bollinger. 
“Just like an academic environment is 
enhanced by diversity of race and creed, 


studies show that students learn better when 
there is a fair distribution of pretentious ass¬ 
holes, total weirdos, and friggin’ morons 
among serious and qualified individuals.

Bush Boldly Takes Middle Ground on Stem-Cell Debate

WASHINGTON, D.C. - In a 
nationally televised address, Pres¬ 
ident George W. Bush announced 
that his administration would 
allow limited federal funding to 
stem-cell research, a decision that 
is regarded throughout Washing¬ 
ton as the best possible way to 
appease no one. Although initially 
intrigued by the possibilities of 
stem-cell research, Bush’s enthusi¬ 
asm for the program waned after 
advisors informed him that the 
controversial cells would not facil¬ 
itate Bush’s efforts to clone him¬ 
self—so that his genetic double 
could take care of his duties in 
Washington, while Bush himself 
spent the rest of his term at his 
200 acre ranch outside of Austin. 

The president’s advisors had difficulty 
explaining the complex issue of stem-cell 
research to him, as whenever an aide 
brought up the topic, Bush would place 
his hands over his ears, and scream “Nap 
Time!” repeatedly, until First Lady Laura 
Bush arrived in the Oval Office with apple 
juice and cookies.

John Edwards, 
D-North Carolina said. “Sure, it 
sounds like a lot, but if you 
accidentally lock them with your 
keys in the car on a hot sunny 
day—it’s a big problem.” 

Dr. Bernie Nussbaum, of 
Death Valley Medical Center 
agrees. “If we can add three more qual¬ 
ity years to an eighty-year old Alzheim¬ 
er’s patient’s life through this research and 
I can upgrade from my 1996 Honda, it’s 
worth a lot more than just killing unborn 
children. So don’t go acting like it’s easy 
to play God—this mad scientist needs all 
the federal support he can get.”

Another Killed in Shark Attack 

Pet Shark Association Fighting Proposed Euthanasia 


Following last week’s fatal shark 
attack on a six-year-old California 
girl, the California State Board of 
Gaming has ordered that the shark 
be humanely killed.

Canada Voted Worst State in U.S. 

A recent Gallup poll shows that Americans think Canada 
is the worst state in the U.S. The poll, given to a random 
sampling of 4,000 Americans across the country, asked 
the participants to write in their vote for the state they 
think is, among other categories, “Best,” “Worst,” “Ugli¬ 
est,” “Rednecky-est,” and “Most Likely to Succeed after 
Graduation.” 

Bill McNeil of Gary, Indiana was one of the partici¬ 
pants in the poll. “There’s just something un-American 
about them Canadians,” he says. “They talk kind of 
weird, they’re too damn polite, their cities are clean and 
free of crime, they use this funny-colored money that 
ain’t worth no more than Monopoly money.. .hell, they 
already act like they’re living in a separate country.

Resume Typo Results in Student's Summer Job as Internist 


The medical community was startled to 
learn last week that due to a simple 
error in the “Objective” section of his 
resume, mechanical engineering junior 
Ryan Pakes has been working at Cook 
County Hospital in Chicago as a practi¬ 
tioner of internal medicine since early 
May. 

The resume, which describes Pakes as

Pakes, who has now returned to school, 
was immediately relieved of his position 
when the error was discovered.

much, so I just kept on going until it was 
almost 270.” Zitkin then produced his 
thesis, written in purple marker on a box of 
waffles. “Read the part under that nacho 
cheese stain.

The recalled students will be required 
to participate in a series of crash-courses 
offered this semester that are designed to 
simulate a legitimate academic career as 
quickly as possible.

Also upset by Bush’s stance are medical 
professionals who fear America will fall 
behind in the stem-cell race. “Britain is 
already far ahead of us in stem-cell research,” 
MSNBC columnist Glenn McGee, PhD said. 
“This is horrible. Ultimately, we’re going to 
get our asses kicked by a bunch of tea-suck¬ 
ing limeys. It’s going to be worse than when 
those damn Red bastards launched Sputnik 
and Rocky had to beat up that Russian guy 
just so his son would love him again. It’s not 
about finding cures for diseases - it’s about 
beating other countries.” 

President Bush is quick to point out, how¬ 
ever, that while the Federal government 
will not finance the production of new stem¬ 
cell lines, this does not mean that scientists 
cannot lawfully produce such lines with pri¬ 
vate funds. Still, scientists question where 


money for such efforts will come from, if 
not from the federal government.

“With 
hundreds of wealthy donors, a $30,000 per 
term tuition cost, and an endowment of over 
$7 billion, how could our scientists possi¬ 
bly afford such research? Student loans?” 

Through all the controversy, however, 
Bush is standing firm in his position to 
not take a stand. “As I was trying to 
make sense of this issue, I came across 
a bumper sticker which read, ‘Choosing 
not to choose is also a choice.’” Bush 
said. “And I was like, ‘Really? Wow, I 
guess that makes my choice a lot easier.’ 
I don’t have to choose and it still counts! 
This president stuff is easy.”

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Warner Brothers Announces Release of Dude, Where's My Car? Redux 
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It’s like staring at this picture for a couple hours. 


Director Danny Leiner announced yesterday 
the re-release of Dude, Where’s My Car?, 
the seminal picture that defined a generation 
of film-makers, cultural critics, and hard¬ 
core potheads. The film has been re-edited, 
with much completely new footage added to 
the original masterpiece. Leiner emphasized 
that this new cut has nothing to do with Fran¬ 
cis Ford Coppola’s long-anticipated re-edit of 
Apocalypse Now , while stressing the fact that 
Coppola was a “big-nosed fatso with the cre¬ 
ative talent of an aging Yahoo Serious.” 

The film was re-edited in the fall to incorpo¬ 
rate all unused footage from the movie, which 
brought the total running time from 83 min¬ 
utes to nearly 85 minutes. Unsatisfied, Leiner 
reunited most of the cast (less the two main 
characters, who were deemed insignificant to 
the plot) to shoot 5 and a half hours of addi¬ 
tional footage, placing the running time for the film at 
7 hours and 23 minutes. 

The added material includes many scenes that will 
be completely new to audiences, such as a sequence 
where the two main dudes (Ashton Kucher and Guy 
Who Played Stifler—not to be confused with his father, 
Guy Who Played Stifler, Sr. one of the foremost inter¬ 
preters of Russian Existentialist Drama of the 20 th cen¬ 
tury) manage to locate the long-sought-after car. They 
say “Sweet!” for about fifteen minutes, but then get 
drunk and once again lose the car. The rest of the new 
material comes from lengthening some of the movies 
stronger scenes. The famous “Dude, where’s my car?” 
scene has been recut to last just over 105 minutes with¬ 
out the inclusion of additional dialogue, by simply loop¬ 
ing the phrases “Dude, where’s my car?” and “Where’s 
your car, dude?” 


“That scene gave me chills from its sheer artistic 
daring and crowd-pleasing ultra-repetitiveness!” 
exclaims film critic David Manning of the Ridge¬ 
field Press. He adds, “With such other masterpieces 
as that Budweiser commercial where the guys say 
‘wazzup’—not the first one, but the second one that 
played off of its popularity—it’s clear that Danny 
Leiner is our generation’s hottest director! Dude, 
Where’s My Car? is one of the ten most influential 
films to come out of a major Hollywood studio 
between December 14 and December 16, 2000, nonin- 
clusive! It’s wonderful that a new generation of film- 
goers can see this artistic landmark on the big screen, 
where it belongs!” 

Other popular critics also hailed Redux as a tri¬ 
umphant cinematic achievement. John Mullmeier of 
the Unscrupulous Press remarked, “It snaps, crack¬ 


les, and pops! I laughed, I cried, or I would 
have, if I had watched it! Just see it!” He 
then winked at a nearby Warner Brothers 
executive while patting a five-foot wide, six- 
figure novelty check. 

Roger Ebert, of The Reanimated Corpse of 
Siskel & Ebert at the Movies , expressed his pleas¬ 
ant surprise with the announcement of re-release: 
“By all that is Good and Holy in this world, 
I can’t believe that this could happen. Sweet 
merciful Christ.” The undead Siskel added, 
“MwaaaaaaaaaaaaaaAAAAAAAAA! Thumbs 
up.” 

At the press conference revealing his plans, 
Leiner spoke on the reasons for bringing the 
film to audiences in its new format. “I just felt 
that there was so much to explore with the char¬ 
acters,” he said. “Of course, this is a film about 
a couple of dudes who can’t find their car, and 
what we learn through the original film is how that is 
not sweet at all. But there are so many sweet things 
that happen to these dudes, and I think that the new 
footage really explores these areas a lot more. It gives 
a lighter touch to a film that many audiences found 
dark and disturbing at first.” 

Leiner went on to say that audiences should be look¬ 
ing out to a special twist ending. “Well, I don’t want 
to give it away, but.. .you see, it turns out that they were 
on Earth all along!” When a member of the press 
corps challenged that the final two minutes of the 
Redux is actually comprised of pirated footage from 
the 1968 cult classic Planet of the Apes , and that the 
loin-clothed Charlton Heston had nothing to do with 
the rest of the plot, Leiner responded, “The connection 
is obvious: they were both movies made during time. 
No more questions.”
